five farmers 
of 
Washington county, Maryland. Both 
men waived extradition and will In- 
delivered to Maryland authorities. 
Sergeant Santee, commanding of­ 
ficer of the 
Gettysburg sub station, 
hac 
arrived 
here after l>eing 
in 
Chambersburg working on the case. 
Failure of certain persons to rejmrt 
robberies quickly is believed to be 
responsible for the fact that the two 
Hagerstown men 
were not linked 
with several Pennsylvania jobs. 
A store in Marion, near Chambers­ 
burg, and several smoke houses have 
been robbed recently and it is thought 
that perhaos th«se two men were the 
responsible persons. “ If people would 
only learn to report thefts to us im- 
mediately,H said Sergeant Santee, “it 
would be much easier for us to nab 
the offenders. 
Tabler, aged 25, and Cheney, aged 
26, were arrested in 
Gettysburg on 
Wednesday, shortly after noon, by 
Sergeant 
Santee. 
At 
that 
time 
Cheney was sitting in a Packard run­ 
about in front of a botcher shop and 
Tabler was inside the -hop negotiat­ 
ing for sale of meat in the auto. 
When the state officer sized up Chen­ 
ey he attempted to hide his face with 
his hand and when Tallier emerged 
from the butcher shop Sergeant San­ 
tee began an investigation. 
Tabler 
told the officer he lived in Chambers­ 
burg and Cheney gave his address as 
Red Bridge. 
Investigation of these 
statement* showed that the men had 
not told the truth and the trip to 
Chambersburg was begun, thefts of 
meat having been reported from that 
section. 
Cheney had told the officer that he 
purchased 
the auto 
from 
Charle« 
Funk, of near Mercersburg. 
Sheriff 
Mayer and the state officer investi­ 
gated various statements made by 
the men and found that the story of 
the purchase of the auto was cor­ 
rect. 
Funk said that he had sold 
the auto to the men for junk. Grill­ 
ing of the prisoners was begun Thurs­ 
day night.
